their belongings, began arriving:- la 
Guadalajara Monday to tell a tale of 
horror unequalled In Mexico's crim- 
inal annals for years. 


No foreigners were killed, they be- 


lieve and apparently no Americans 
were on train, although reports on 
this point are conflicting. 


The bandits escaped on the engine 


which -was drawing the train. This 
later was found several stations away 
froni where the massacre was carried 
out wrecked. . 
* 


It Is said the outrage was commit- 


ted becatwe the. bandits believed Gen- 
eral Ferrerlera, military commandant 
of the State of Jalisco, was aboard the 
train.. The attack started when the 
train was running between Negrete 
and Yurecuaro. Twenty armed men 
wearing disguises suddenly began ua- 
Ing their knives on the soldiers and 
killing and robbing the passengers. Of 
the military escort all but seven wore 


• killed. The bandits are said to have 
been acting under orders of former 
Col. Manuel,. Munez. Their booty was 
800,000 pesos. Immediately the news 
of the crime arrived here, orders were 
issued for federal troops to go in pur- 
suit of the bandits.

'Washington—Although the 
Demo- 


cratic party is going to ask for several 
changes in the tax bill which passed 
the house, the truth Is the battle for a 
non-partisan measure has been won. 


The decision of the Democrats to 


abandon the fight for publicity of tax 
returns was the turning point in the 
councils of the party. It meant the 
difference between a radical bill and a i 
conservative bill. It was on this point 
that the Democrats Joined the insur- 
gents and rewrote the house tax bill 
last year. The differences of opinion 
now apply to the rates on various 
kinds of taxes and even some of the 
Republicans will concede that there is 
room for a difference of opinion. So 
far as the Democrats are concerned 
they are by no means a unit Senator 
King of Utah, for instance, is willing 
to reduce the corporation tax 
from 


per cent to 10 per cent. It has 


been a long time since anyone In the 
Senate was ready to cut the corpora- 
tion taxes. This is hardly an appeal 
for radical support and is a frank rec- 
ognition that on the conservativ>«Mr 
there is strength also. 


It is a difficult matter for the politi- 


cal party to make up its mind just 
what it should do about a tax bill. Re- 
duction of taxes is, of course, a gen- 
eral objective of all political parties. 
and the Republican have reaped polit- 
ical benefits of no small size because 
they have been in power while taxes 
hav<j been reduced. Even 
last year 


when the Democrats forced the Re- 
publicans to accept their idea on i-e- 
ductions benefiting- the small taxpay- 
ers, there was no sign that the voters 
remembered this in the 3924 landslide 
in which the Republicans triumphed. 


Many Democrats now are wondering 


whether there is not more to be gain- 
ed by appealing to the large class of 
indirect taxpayers than to base, their 
fight on the rates that apply to partic- 
ular groups of individual incomes. The 
Democrats, for example, are proposing 
to repeal automobile taxes and levies 
payable for admission to amusements 
of various kinds. They also are coin- 
sidering a reduction of miscellaneous

ARTERIOSCLEROSIS (7) 


General arteriosclerosis or hardening' of the ar- 


teries exists for years in some cases before the in- 
dividual becomes aware that his health is impair- 
ed. In such instances tho'degenatlve changes hap- 
pen to be mainly in the larger arteries and so the 
effects of the disease are not particularly manifest 
in the functional derangement of any particular or- 
gan. In other words, the victim of general arter- 
iosclerosis might successfully pass a life Insurance 
test or an ordinary physical examination, though 
he could' not pass a careful health test. He might 
get hy so far as any objective signs of disease of 
heart, lungs, kidneys or other organs were con- 
cerned, his Wood pressure might be found within 
normal limits, but although free from organic (us- 
ease he could not pass a careful health test. Such 
a test is quite different from a mere life insurance 
examination. The latter investigation is for the 
purpose of detecting' any disease the applicant may 
have concealed about his person, the health test, 
on the other hand, is a measure of the participant's 
functional state, the degree of health he possesses.
